The undersigned attorney thanks Examiner Frazier for the 
courteous interview conducted on March 14, 2011. 

Applicants submit this Statement setting forth a complete 
and accurate record of the substance of the interview conducted 
March 14, 2011. This Statement is intended to supplement the 
Interview Summary prepared by the Examiner and provided to the 
undersigned attorney on March 24, 2011. 

Experimental data regarding the half-life of microcapsules 
of the present application and of U.S. 5,925,595 (Seitz) was 
discussed during the interview. The undersigned attorney argued 
that one skilled in the art had no basis for predicting the 
efficacy of a combination of different amines from the prior art 
Seitz disclosure of a combination of different isocyanates. The 
Examiner requested plots of both the half lives for the 
isocyanate combinations of Seitz and the half lives for the 
amine combinations of the instantly claimed invention, plotted 
on the same field and to the same scale vs. ratio of respective 
reactants. No agreement with respect to the claims was reached 
during the interview. 
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Subsequent to the interview, on March 16, 2011, applicants 
filed a supplemental response including the plots requested by 
the Examiner.
